achievement of Sadat's visit was 
the start of a "serious direct 
dialogue ... not only between 
Israel and Egypt but with all the 
other states." 


"The key word is continua- 


tion," said Begin. "We agreed 
we are going to continue our 
dialogue, and ultimately out of 
il will come peace." 


He read what he described as 


an "agreed communique" is- 
sued by the Israeli government 
"in response to the sincere and 
courageous move' by President 
Sadat." 


The communique proposed 


"that this hopeful step be 
further 
pursued 
through 


dialogue between the two coun- 
tries concerned ... leading to the 
signing of peace treaties in 
Geneva with all the neighlwring 
Arab states." 


In an interview with NBC's 


John Chancellor, broadcast on 
the "Today" show, Begin and 
Sadat said there was a pos- 
sibility 
that 
a 
Geneva 


conference could be convened 
before the end of this year. Both 
men stressed, however, that 
adequate preparation was need- 
ed. 


"All the efforts now should be 


directed toward the convening 
of the Geneva conference," 
Sadat said. "All (he parlies 
concerned should sit together in 
Geneva." 


Asked when such a conference 


could lake place, Begin said: 
"President Carter would like to 
have il in Decemljer ... I don't 
think the hope is completely 
abolished." 


Asked if Ire agreed thai a 1977 


Geneva conference was possi- 
ble, Sadal replied: "Yes. Why 
nolV I don'l sec any real ohs- 
faclc." 


Earlier, at his joint news 


conference with Begin, Sadat 
said he was "deeply touched" . 
by the emolional reception he 
received on Ihe first public visit 
to Israel by an Arab leader. 


The warmth he spoke of was 


demonstrated, anew when he 
drove lo President Ephraim 
Kalzir's residence. Thousands 
of Israelis cheered and sang 
from behind barricades as Ihc 
motorcade arrived. 


And il was demonstrated on a 


personal level when former 
Prime Minister Golda Meir, 
who led Israel in the 1973 Oc- 
tober war against Sadat, handed 
him a gifl for his new grand- 
daughter at a Labor Parly 
reception.

Narrow hands indicate a mild 
winter. 


"This started as a tongue-in- 


cheek project to encourage the 
biology students to collect the 
worm and study the myth," said 
Dr. Sandra Glover, 38, the as- 
sociate professor of biology who 
founded (he center in 1975. 


The. Woolly Worm Center is a 


50-gallon aquarium in a biology 
lab. Weeds grow in three inches 
of soil in its bottom. Snuggled in 
the weeds are about 35(1 worms. 


Tlidr dark bands are more 


narrow than last year's crop, 
leading lo the prediction of a 
milder winter, 
. The National Weather Service 
is also predicting this winter 
won't be as severe as last, but 
on a different basis. 


"The law of averages will tell

Facts Throw Doubt On 
All-Volunteer Military 


Once again the debate over the suc- 


cess of the all volunteer military ser- 
vices heats up, this time over a 
Defense Department report which .says 
fully 40 per cent of the recruits are 
Iranian Students 
Haven't Learned 
About Democracy 


Once again the nation has been 


treated to the spectacle of mob action, 
this Lime involving the disgraceful riot 
(no other word fits the scene) upon the 
.Shah of Iran's arrival ceremonies at 
the White House. 


One may argue all he wants about 


the Shah's record on human rights in 
his own country, but those arguments 
•melt into irrelevance under the assault 
of a crazed, club-swinging mob at- 
tacking police, counter-demonstrators 
'of anyone else unfortunate enough to 
be in its path. 


Had they limited their demonstation 


to parading and sign-waving in front of 
the White House the demonstrators 
would have made their point. As it 
Was, the only point they made was that 
a' large number of Iranian nationals 
studying at the American universities 
have learned 
nothing 
about 
the 


Civilized conduct they pretend to 
.represent. 


discharged before completing their 
first terms of enlistment. 


At the same time the Pentagon says 


the volunteer concept is a success, 
citing its ability to meet recruiting 
goals. What that record indicates is an 
ability to fill recruiting quotas with 
men who are not qualified for military 
• service and should not have been 
recruited in the first place. 


An analysis of those who drop out by 


the Defense Department finds a large 
number of the dropouts are illiterate. 
Even among those who have had two 


• years of high school, many cannot read 
or write. The dropout rate for those 
who have not completed high school is 
around 50 per cent. 


Considering the expense involved in 


recruiting, training and stibstaining 
the military manpower, an attrition 
rate which now is twice that of the 
draft years (when a war was in 
process) is inexcusable. The question, 
what good to a modern and sophis- 
ticated military force are illiterates, 
was not answered in the defense sur- 
vey. 


Perhaps in their zeal to justify the 


volunteer military the services have 
permitted their recruiting standards 
to slip too far, even while claiming the . 
quality of the enlistments is improv- 
ing. It is difficult to see how that can 
be when such a large number are 
illiterate and nearly half the recruits 
quit before completing their first 
terms. 


Trade Correction 
Could Be Underway 


While Japanese and American of- 


ficials continue to thrash out the huge 
trade imbalance existing between the 
two nations — and 
contributing 


heavily to the America trade deficit — 
economic and monetary influences 
may be setting the stage for a correc- 
tion. The yen continues to appreciate 
in value compared with the dollar. 
That means Japanese exports are 
becoming more expensive on world 
markets. 


There is nothing unusual about this 


effect. It is a traditional part of the 
exchange between nations that a 
strong 
currency 
increases 
the 


purchasing power of goods from other 
nations but makes domestic products 


more expensive. 


That could cause "dumping" of 


products in other markets at less than 
domestic prices as the American steel 
industry contends Japan is doing in 
some of its markets. It also causes 
demand for Japanese products to 
slacken. Japanese foreign sales of 
textiles and some-other products are 
showing signs of softening because of 
rising prices. 


Trade cycles have a way of working 


to correct themscves in this manner. 
The Japanese are exporting a $19 
billion trade surplus this year, but 
that could be the high water mark as 
natural economic forces begin to 
make the corrections politicians can't 
or won't make. 


Not The Easy Pickings 
That Russians Thought 


Africa is not turning into the easy 


pickings Russia thought it would be'. 
The Kremlin still has thousands of its 
"advisors" scattered throughout the 
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continent, but so far it has lost some of 
its more important battles. 


One shudders to consider what the 


Mideast situation might be like today 
if President Sadat had not thrown the 
Russians out of Egypt in 1972. They 
still have what amounts lo a military 
storehouse in adjoining Libya, but few 
other Middle East states take that 
country's erratic leadership seriously. 


With the expulsion of Soviet tech- 


nicians, reportedly numbering in the 
thousands, from Somalia, the Kremlin 
has lost the use of important naval 
bases in the strategic Indian Ocean. 
Since 1!)74, when Somalia became the 
first black African state to sign a 
treaty of friendship with Ihe Russians, 
il has acquired a large stock of Rus- 
sian weapons. 


So has neighboring Ethiopia and 


when the two Marxist governments 
became embroiled in a territorial dis- 
pute, Russia found itself in the middle. 
That is a position the United States has 
known on several occasions. For the 
Russians, the loss of bases on the In- 
dian Ocean adds up to a major rever- 
sal.

Snowbound 
Can Be Fun 


WASHINGTON - I vividly 


recall the blizzards of my Mid- 
dle Western childhood - blind- 
ing snow swirling across the 
pralrlc, white powdery drifts 
burying cars and cattle, steam- 
ing breath forming a frosty 
wreath around the head of any 
living creature caught outdoors. 


But, when you are young, a 


storm Is more adventure than 
travail —little more than an ex- 
cuse to stay home from school. 
An older person, after all, does 
the hard work of shoveling and 
snowplowing and rescheduling 
canceled events. 


Thus It was with an Eastern 


softie's shock and resentment 
that 1 faced the brief blizzard in 
which my husband and I were 
trapped last week in Sioux City, 
Iowa. The first storm of the 
winter arrived abruptly, vir- 
tually without warning, bearing 
winds of 80 miles per hour, to 
dump more than five inches of 
snow In less than 24 hours. 


We were luckier than many 


other travelers, who were 
trapped In stalled cars far from 
shelter. My speech was can- 
celed, along with everything 
else. But our motel was warm 
and dry. A cafe a hazardous few 
Icy yards away miraculously 
stayed opan throughout the 
storm, mostly because its cook 
and waitresses couldn't get 
home anyway, and kept us 
well-fed. 


It is at such a time, when all 


life Is virtually immobilized, 
that the wonderful resourceful- 
ness of human nature becomes 
evident. 


The hours confined to a small 


motel room pass tolerably, but 


slowly. It is cause for a major 
celebration simply to get the 
door open despite the lowering 
mound of snow piled against it. 
The local television news goes 
on as usual, although only one 
sweater-clad 
reporter 
has 


managed to reach the station 
and the camera work makes it 
clear there Is also only one 
cameraman. 


Telephone service, downed by 


the winds, Is restored by noon. 
At lunchlime, we peer through 
the heavy curtain of snow out- 
side the cafe window and count 
six vehicles Valiantly creeping 
along the highway. Eight men 
at a table nearby are also motel 
trappcss, to judge from their 
lightweight 
jackets 
and 


•business shoes, which were not 
designed 
for 
such 
harsh 


weather. They brag loudly of 
having persuaded a friendly 
snowplow operator to bring 
them several six-packs of beer. 


The snowplow operator turns 


out to be a fellow of great 
foresight. He also brings some 
extra decks of cards to a motel 
owner, to help reduce (he level 
of suffering. 


As we fight our way back to 


our room, clutching our deck of 
cards, we pass the remains of a 
six-pack nestled In a snow drift 
near a neighboring door. 


Byjhe next morning, break- 


fast is a giddy, cheerful affair. 
The snow has stopped; the sun is 
shining Innocently. Snowplows 
and trucks are everywhere, 
moving gingerly, but moving. 
The stories told inside the cafe 
stray from the weather at last to 
tall war tales.

cloth.

area. Blot wilb another clean 
white cloth from .soiled edges to 
center of stain. Dry carpel 
llioroughly. 


— Apply a grease-sol vent 


(dry-cleaning fluid) in the same 
way as above. Dry carpel and 
brush pile gently to restore to 
its original appeanmw. 


If an area rug is involved, it is 


helpful to raise the stained area 
off the floor; if wall-to-wall, a 
hand hair-dryer can help speed 
the proees.s and avoid gelling 
Hie carpel loo wet.

Fresh sweet potatoes may be 


the best value this year, if you 
have time to prepare them an- 
d/or depending on the store. 
Though supplies, are smaller 
this year, prices in many stores 
are only a couple of cents higher 
than a year ago. In other stores, 
you are paying prices of up to 10 
cents per pound more than a 
year ago. 


Jumbo sweets will be featured 


in many markets this week for 
around 19 cents a pound. Others 
have them for as high as 33 
cents per pound for smaller 
sized sweets. 


Because both lasl year's and 


this year's crops were short, 


, canned sweets are up more than 


fresh. Going price for canned 
whole sweets is 43 to 53 cenls 
per pound. 


You can save 10 to 15 cents per

If you plan, to make cranberry 


bread, muffins, cookies and 
sauces for holiday gift giving 
and eating, buy the berries now 
and either store them in the 
refrigerator, where they will 
keep for up lo two weeks, or in 
the freezer. 


Cranberries are one of the 


easiest fruits to freeze for all 
you do is put the bag of berries 
into the freezer "as is." When 
you get ready to use them, 
simply wash (lie frozen berries 
and use. No need to let them 
thaw before using. In fuel, if you 
plan to chop or grind cran- 
berries, they are easier to do 
when frozen. 


Apples, pears, bananas and 


citrus fruits are the most 
reasonable choices for fruit 
salads. There are good supplies 
of grapes available, too, but 
prices are higher than a year 
ago. Add an avocado, in peak 
supply now, or some exotic 
fruits, such as in-season per- 
simmons, pomegranates and 
kiwi fruit

touches.

educators say used to exist na- 
turally. 


"How 
much children ac- 


complish academically is a 50-50 
proposition between home and 
school, although this is an atti- 
tude of a bygone idyllic era," 
says Dr; Ira Gordon, professor 
of education a( the University of 
North Carolina. 


Dr. Gordon, a pioneer in 


developing 
"parent 
in- 


volvement" programs, 
told 


preschool 
and 
elementary 


teachers at 
• a conference at 


Michigan Slate University that 
"legislators still hold schools 
completely 
accountable 
for 


children's learning success. 


"However, there is much test 


evidence to suggest-that the 
different achievement levels of 
students measured in grades 6, 
9 and 12, for example, have 
nothing to do with the class size 
or teacher, but the good feelings 
about himself, work habits and 
stimulation for learning a child 


brings to school from his home 
environment." 


Reported on at the conference 


were higher IQ levels, improved 
reading 
skills 
and 
social 


development 
among 
tested 


children whose parents had 
participated in a number of 
programs to get them more in- 
volved in story-telling, creative 
games and crafts. 


"In spite of attitudes of 


government 
and 
business, 


parents themselves arc realiz- 
ing that parenting is something 
that can't be taken for granted 
anymore," said Dr. 
Mary 


Andrews, assistant professor in 
MSU's Department of Family 
and Chiid Sciences. 


"They are having lo seek new 


information on the kinds of 
things that used to be taken for 
granted — like collecting au- 
tumn leaves or making toys out 
of boxes with their kids — 
because life in today's society 
leads to emotional overtaxation 
and fatigue."" 


Dr, Gordon told conference 


participants thai socielal shifts 
that created some of these 
problems included the large 
number of women heading 
families because of a '.'stupefy- 
ing" rise in divorces between 
1948 and 1974. 


"Some 40 percent of married 


women now work outside the 


home, and the sharpest rise in 
(ho labor force has been created 
by women who have children 
under 6 years old," he added. 
. Dr. Andrews reported on 
MSU's "Parents are Teachers 
Too" model, a pioneer program 
of specialized "lessons" worked 
out in 1968 that has since been 
tested with 400 children aged 2-5 
in rural and urban Headstart 
and day-care centers around 
Michigan. 


At 
informal 
workshops,^ 


school teachers emphasized the 
value of play in learning, treat- 
ing parents as "partners" not 
"clients." They helped parents 
with story-telling techniques

curiosity and senses. 


The parents found themselves

parents attended "Parents are 
Teachers 
Too" 
(PTT) 


workshops; children in day-care 
centers with both kinds of 
programs. 


Results showed 
that the 


children involved in the drama- 
tic* play (acting out a "doctor's 
office" scene with syringes and 
stethoscopes, 
for 
example) 


learned to share and cooperate. 
Children receiving the P treat- 
ment showed the least amount 
of dependency on adults, and 
those experiencing both kinds of 
treatments were the 
most 


gregarious. 


"These results suggest that , 


even short-term 
efforts 
to 


increase parental action with 
the child's school can have an 
impact on a child's positive 
social and emotional stale," Dr.

prenatal training" can be of- 
fered."

Needy victims of violent crime 
can begin today to seek com- 
pensation for their misfortune 
— in payments of up in $15,000 
from the state. 


Nearly 5,000 compensation 


application forms were sent 
Friday from [he Lansing of- 
fices of (he stale Crime Victims 
Compensation Board, in charge 
of deciding the cash awards. 


Those forms should lie in the 


hands of prosecuting attorneys- 
within the week, said Thomas 
E 
Woods, chairman of the 


three-member 
board. 
The 


lawyers will, in turn, pass 
them on to police during the 
beginning of the program. 


The board's intent is to make 


the six-page application form 
available only where applicants 
can get free help fillinc it out. 
Woods says. It asks details of 
the crime, injuries and the 
victim's financial condition. 


tt will be accompanied by a 


brochure, planned for much 
wider distribution, describing 
the program. About 100,000 
copies of the pamphlet have 
been printed.

their race. Although the in- 
cident cited by Ren mine oc- 
curred in Detroit, it's a problem 
he says knows no city limits.

lighten

steering and impose stiff penal- 
ties for violators. 


Bennane said lie has spent 


•hundreds of hours bickering 
wilh real estate groups, most 
notably the Michigan Associa- 
tion of Realtors, seeking to find 
a workable, legal definition of 
steering. 


"We can't legislate people's 


biases or prejudices, but we can 
control the extent of influences 
that can foster those feelings. 
We license realtors," he said. 


The measures would define 


steering to include discrimina- 
tion based on a person's race, 
color, national origin, sex or 
marital status. An agent's 
license could be suspended for a 
first violation and would au- 
tomatically be revoked for more 
than two violations.

Defense Falling 


Against Libel 


The Founding Fathers were 


Kreat believers in freedom of 
speech, properly defined. Es- 
sentially they accepted Blacks- 
tono's rule against prior cen- 
sorship. But once an individual 
had spoken or written, he was 
responsible to the law for the 
accuracy of his observations. In 
short, they believed in strong 
line! laws, but modified the 
British tradition by making 
truth « full defense — that is, if 
I called a senator a horsethief 
and could prove it, he had nut 
Ix'en libelled. 


Today I could call a senator a 


horsethief, 
wife-bealer, 
and 


barrator 
without 
for 
one 


liniment worrying about the 
truth of my allegations. In ifMH 
the Supreme Court confronted a 
nasty c-hoit-p; Employing the Imv 
of libel, Alabama authorities 
htid set up the New York Times 
and a group of blacks. You 
could split that framo-up from 
the Jersey Turnpike, but due to 
the intricacies of our federal 
system the justices could not 
overturn the Alabama decision 
without a constitutional ra- 
tional n. 


Tin; only weapon in tin; court's 


arsenal thus Iwcanie freedom of 
speech and press and. to make a 
long story short, those guaran- 
tees of (he First ami 
Nth 


Amendments were modified to 
gut the law of libel in its 
application to "public figures." 
liie gist of the holding was that 
ii'ficn an individual drt.'jded to 
go public by running for office, 
holding office or, for that mat- 
tor, being a syndicated colum- 
nist, he or she forfeited the. pro- 
tection of Jtlx'l laws. 


To be specific, if someone 


called me a Communist in 1954, 
it was libolous perse unless true 
and 1 could sue fur damages'. 
However, in I%7) tint nnfy could 
I be called a f'ornmunisl with 
impunity, 
but 
so 
could 


President Dwight Eisenhower! 
And he was. 


The Supremo court did leave 


one escape hatch. If a public 
figure 
could 
demonstrate 


malice, he would have a go at 
his attacker. A good definition 
(if malice, takon from an old 
case, is: "A condition of the 
mind 
showing 
;t 
heart 


regardless of social duty and 
fatally bend on mischief." To 
revert to my example, if at the 
time F called a senator a hor- 
sethief, wife-beater and barra- 
tor, I know the charges to be 
false, hul figured they would 
shake his reputation, my action 
was malicious, I was "fatally 
bent on mischief." 


Tliis brings us to the problem

il weren't for Detroit. 


Statewide, eases are up 5.5 


percent over last year, accord- 
ing to stale Public Health 
Department statistics. If De- 
troit figures are omitted, the 
stale would have a 3.2 percent 
decline. 


"Michigan's problem is De- 


troit," said Joseh L. Plnussanl, 
assistant efiicf of the depart- 
ment's 
venereal

division. "The slate would have 
a 5.3 percent decline from 1958 
if it weren't for Detroit." 


Across the country, cases 


li.-iu1 declined about I percent 
so far this year. If the decline 
holds IhroiiKh the end of the 
year, it would be the first drop 
since 1950.

says, however, that the Detroit 
increase may simply reflect 
Ijoltcr detection and reporting 
rather than a true increase.

veterinarians working for the 
state. 


But farmers, claiming at least 


three more catllc deaths, are up 
in arms about them. At least 10 
farmers a day arc calling state 
agriculture officials to register 
their complaints. 


And at lease three of them 


have filed suit in the state Court 
of Claims to recover damages.. 


"A lot of them are complain- 


ing." says Deming, "because 
they didn't want Hie biopsies in 
the first place. We try to pacify 
them and tell them It's the law. 


"This is a consumer protec- 


. linn law, but it imposes quite a 


burden on the farmer. It wasn't 
designed lo aid the farmer. 
We've interrupted the normal

of 
their 
culled 


cows." 


The deaths stem from infec- 


tion where the incision is made 
for tlie biopsy, Deming says. 
The infection travels to the 
cow's stomach, inflaming Ihe 
lining. 


The biopsies are necessary to 


collect fat samples for testing 
under a new stale law which 
mill into effwl in October. It 
sets lower lolerance levels for 
PBB in milk and animals to bo 
sold for meat. 


It requires the slaughter of 


unliiuils containing more than 
2(1 parts per billion (ppb) of 
PBB. and the destruction of 
milk containing more than five 
ppb of the toxic fire relardan- 
llanimals which die after tile 
biopsies are marked and grad- 
ed, then lefl for the farmer to 
dispose of. Deming says. The 
animals which must he slaugh- 
tered under Ihe law are lo be 
buried al a clay-lined sile in 
Oscoda County at the slate's ex- 
pense. 


Such costs, however, would be 


paid by Ihe stale under resolu- 
tions introduced Friday by state 
Heps. Bela Kennedy, It-Bangor, 
and Paul Porter. D-Qulney. The 
measures would compeilsale 
farmers whose animals die 
because of the required biopsy, 
and pay Ihem to bury Ihe car- 
casses on their properly.
